A SPIRIT DEMATERIALIZES BEADS.

I wish to present to the readers of the LIGHT OF TRUTH 
and all thinking people who may chance to come into posses- 
sion of these facts, some evidences of spirit power to material- 
ize and dematerialize matter at will. In a circle in this city 
last February, with Prof. Charles Stuart as medium, a young 
Indian girl controlled the medium in the dark circle and 
asked me to make her a present of a string of beads, as the 
medium was going away, stating that she was one of my 
guides.

I had never heard of before, but whom I succeeded in finding, 
and there in the seance in which there were at least twenty- 
five people sitting, “Prairie Flower" materialized again and 
came hopping and skipping out of the cabinet, exclaiming : 
“Squaw, I've got your beads, I've got your beads, just as I 
promised you I would,” and after shaking them around over 
my head, gave them to me again. I now have the beads and 
can positively state that they are the same beads I purchased 
for the spirit at this place last February. I also have reason 
to believe that Prof. Stuart did not know of Mrs. Martin’s 
mediumship or her existence in any way.
